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MARKET  REVIEW 


The  situation  with  respect  to  sugar  supplies  for  the  United  States  mar- 
ket boils  down  to  this:  Marketable  supplies  of  sugar  this  year  approxi- 
mate 10,350,000  tons  -  or  550,000  tons  more  than  total  sugar  con- 
sumption (including  refining  loss).  Furthermore ,  larger  crops  of  main- 
land beet  and  cane  sugar  are  about  to  be  processed. 

Despite  the  abundance  of  sugar  supplies  for  the  United  States  market, 
the  domestic  spot  price  for  sugar  has  risen  from  6.50  cents  per  pound 
a  month  ago  to  8.02  cents  per  pound  as  of  September  25.  The  Sugar  Act 
price  objective  is  currently  6.61  cents  per  pound. 

Total  marketable  supplies  this  year  consist  of  adjusted  quotas  for  the 
domestic  areas  totalling  5,703,463  tons  and  imports  of  4,650,000  tons. 
The  domestic  quotas  are  as  follows:

Hawaii  is  expected  to  fall  short  of  its  quota  by  about  50,000  tons.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  beet  sugar  area  is  expected  to  exceed  its  adjusted 
quota  by  more  than  this  quantity.  Recently,  large  quantities  of  beet 
sugar  have  been  sold,  some  of  it  in  eastern  states.  The  beet  sugar  area 
has  the  right  to  market  291,537  tons  in  excess  of  its  adjusted  quota. 

This  amount  represents  a  deficit  declared  as  of  May  6.  Now  with  the 
large  new  crop  coming  on,  the  beet  sugar  area  is  expected  to  utilize 
part  of  that  deficit,  the  marketing  rights  to  which,  under  the  law,  it 
retains  despite  the  declaration  of  deficit. 
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Details  of  the  expected  importations  of  4,650,000  tons  are  shown  in 
tables  I  and  II. 

Stocks  in  the  hands  of  primary  and  secondary  distributors  and  users  at 
the  end  of  this  year  are  expected  to  be  muchlarger  than  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year,  not  only  because  of  the  excess  of  quota  supplies  over  con- 
sumption but  because  a  portion  of  the  unusually  large  mainland  beet  and 
cane  crops  will  have  been  processed  before  the  first  of  the  year.  Sugar 
stocks  at  the  beginning  of  196 3  are  estimated  to  have  totalled  2.7  5  million 
tons,  which  is  higher  than  they  have  ever  been  before.  Stocks  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  were  composed  of  2,26  million  tons  in  the  hands  of 
primary  distributors  and  an  estimated  half  million  tons  held  by  sec- 
ondary distributors  and  sugar  consumers  (exclusive  of  households). 

In  summary,  the  United  States  is  expected  to  have  not  only  an  excess 
over  and  above  consumption  needs  of  550,000  tons  from  1963  quotas  but 
also  additional  sugar  in  sight  processed  after  the  first  of  the  year  from 
the  large  1963  mainland  cane  and  beet  crops.  Accordingly,  it  is  im- 
portant to  review  information  concerning  significant  recent  events  that 
has  become  available  during  the  period  of  rising  sugar  prices. 

,1 .  On  August  27  the  Department  announced  that  importation  could  occur 
at  any  time  during  the  year  for  that  sugar  subject  to  agreements  for  set- 
aside  of  global  quota  which  bore  a  termination  date  of  October  31  and 
November  15,  provided  that  importation  occurred  within  the  prescribed 
235  days  from  date  of  approval  of  the  set-aside  agreement.  This  action 
was  taken  to  provide  a  more  flexible  flow  of  the  large  quantity  of  imports 
scheduled  to  arrive  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year. 

2.  Sugar  in  the  hands  of  refiners  on  September  1  exceeded  800,000  tons 
and  was  more  than  250,000  tons  in  excess  of  the  level  a  year  ago. 

3.  On  September  9  Poland  announced  that  it  would  not  be  prepared  to  sell 
sugar  until  production  from  the  new  crop  can  be  estimated  more  accu- 
rately. So  far,  Eastern  European  countries  are  not  known  to  have  offered 
new  crop  sugar  for  sale. 

4.  On  September  9  the  Department's  Crop  Reporting  Board  announced 
that  prospects,  for  both  the  United  States  mainland  sugar  beet  crop  and 
the  mainland  sugarcane  crop,  had  improved  during  August.  At  average 
rates  of  sugar  extraction,  it  is  currently  expected  that  3,100,000  tons 
of  beet  sugar  will  be  produced  from  the  1963  crop,   or  19  percent  more

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than  the  all-time  record  1962  crop  of  2,598,000  tons.  The  1963  main- 
land sugarcane  crop  at  average  rates  of  sugar  extraction  is  expected  to 
yield  1,175,000  tons  of  sugar,  or  38  percent  more  than  the  all-time 
record  1962  crop. 

5.  On  September  10  the  Philippine  Sugar  Association,  using  information 
furnished  by  each  of  the  25  operating  centrals,  estimated  the  1963-64 
crop  at  the  new  record  level  of  more  than  1,970,000  short  tons,  or  13 
percent  more  than  the  1962-63  crop  of  1,  739  >  000  tons.  The  Republic  of 
the  Philippines  is  our  largest  foreign  supplier  and  ships  in  more  than 
one-fourth  of  our  total  imports.  After  allowing  for  local  consumption  and 
the  United  States  quota,  an  additional  350,000  tons  of  sugar  would  be 
available  for  exportation  in  1964. 

6.  On  September  12  the  Indian  Government  announced  an  integrated 
arrangement  of  incentives  to  sugarcane  growers  and  factory  owners  to 
assure  that  production  from  the  1963-64  crop  would  achieve  the  pro- 
duction goal  of  3 .  3  million  metric  tons  of  refined  sugar,  or  38  percent 
more  than  1962-63  production. 

7.  On  August  26,  the  French  Beet  Growers'  Association  estimated  that 
if  weather  conditions  continue  favorable,  France's  sugar  production 
from  1963-crop  beets  should  yield  1.7  million  tons  or  17  percent  more 
than  the  1962  production  of  1,446,000  tons.  On  September  12  the  French 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  estimated  the  industrial  beet  crop  as  of  Septem- 
ber 1  at  133  million  quintals,  or  17  percent  above  the  1962  crop. 

8.  On  September  16  it  was  announced  that  the  Soviet  Union  had  entered 
into  a  contractto  purchase  $500  million  worth  of  wheat  from  Canada  for 
delivery  before  July  1,  1964.  This  news  spurred  the  advance  in  sugar 
values  on  the  theory  that  if  the  grain  crop  was  damaged  the  sugarbeet 
crop  also  may  have  suffered.  Two-thirds  of  the  advance  in  the  domestic 
spot  price  occurred  after  September  16.  However,  on  September  25, 
Comtel  stated  that  the  Soviet  Monthly  Journal  of  the  Sugar  Industry  had 
reported  that  beet  sugar  factories  would  have  substantially  more  raw 
material  (sugarbeets)  at  their  disposal  than  last  season,  despite  the 
initial  delay  in  sugarbeet  cultivation  due  to  the  late  spring.  The  daily 
processing  capacity  has  been  increased  substantially  as  a  result  of  new 
factory  construction  and  the  Soviet  sugar  industry  should  be  able  to  pro- 
duce some  5.9  million  tons  of  granulated  sugar  in  the  last  half  of  this 
year . 
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About  16  percent  more  raw  material  would  be  needed  than  was  proc- 
essed in  the  last  half  of  1962.  Additional  substantial  production  occurs 
in  the  first  half  of  each  calendar  year  from  piled  sugarbeets. 


The  first  meeting  of  the  preparatory  committee  of  the  International 
Sugar  Council  was  held  in  London  September  19.  This  committee  was 
commissioned  to  study  present  and  future  conditions  in  world  sugar  pro- 
duction and  consumption  and  to  study  the  basis  for  a  new  agreement  to 
take  effect  at  the  end  of  the  protocol  period  -  December  31,  196  5. 

This  first  meeting  was  devoted  primarily  to  an  exchange  of  views  among 
countries  and  an  outline  for  statistical  studies  to  be  pursued.  The  com- 
mittee will  make  a  progress  report  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Inter- 
national Sugar  Council  which  is  set  for  November  6,  and  it  will  make 
its  final  report  with  appropriate  recommendations  prior  to  June  30  ,  1964 . 

Sugar  deliveries  for  U.  S.  consumption  through  September  21,  1963, 
totalled  7  ,  080  ,  000  tons  ,  or  1 3  ,  000  tons  more  than  during  the  same  period 
last  year.  Beet  sugar  deliveries  were  up  125,000  tons  while  cane  sugar 
deliveries  were  down  112,000  tons. 

As  mentioned  previously,  the  spot  price  for  domestic  raw  sugar  at  New 
York  which  had  been  at  6.50  cents  per  pound  from  August  13  through 
28,  progressively  increased  and  on  September  24  reached  a  price  of 
8.02  cents,  the  highest  since  July  12.  On  September  23  cane  sugar 
refiners  announced  a  0.25  cent  price  increase  for  refined  sugar  to  be 
effective  September  30  in  the  Northeast,  Southeast  and  Gulf  territories. 
The  increase  was  postponed  until  October  11  in  the  Chicago-West  and 
Pacific  Coast  territories  to  conform  with  beet  sugar  price  announce- 
ments . 

The  average  spot  price  of  domestic  raw  sugar  at  New  York  during  the 
first  nine  months  of  1963  averaged  7.85  cents,  as  compared  with  6.44 
cents  during  January-September  1962.  The  average  wholesale  price  of 
refined  cane  sugar  in  the  Northeast  was  11.62  cents  or  3.77  cents  above 
the  domestic  raw  sugar  spot  price.  During  the  same  period  in  1962, 
the  wholesale  refined  cane  sugar  price  in  the  Northeast  was  9.57  cents 
or  3.13  cents  above  the  average  raw  sugar  spot  price. 

As  of  September  25,  1963,  quoted  wholesale  prices  for  refined  sugar, 
to  become  effective  September  30,  were  as  follows:

The  average  spot  price  of  world  raw  sugar  during  January- September 
1963  was  7.70  cents  per  pound  as  compared  with  2.73  cents  during  the 
same  period  last  year.  On  a  comparable  basis,  the  world  raw  sugar 
price  for  the  first  nine  months  of  1963  was  0.74  cent  above  the  domes- 
tic price  of  raw  sugar. 

REGIONAL  SUGAR  DELIVERIES  BY 
TYPES  OF  BUYER  FIRST  HALF  1963 

There  is  shown  in  Table  III  a  comparison  of  deliveries  by  type  of  product 
and  business  of  buyer  during  the  first  half  of  1963  with  those  during  the 
same  period  last  year. 

At  the  end  of  May  1963,  it  was  estimated  that  invisible  stocks,  those 
held  by  users  and  secondary  distributors,  had  increased  600,000  tons 
since  late  in  1962.  However,  with  the  low  volume  of  deliveries  during 
June  this  increase  was  reduced  to  about  250,000  tons. 

Of  the  total  U.  S.  increase  of  4,813,000  hundredweight  in  deliveries  of 
all  sugar,  90  percent  was  direct  deliveries  to  industrial  users.  Deliv- 
eries of  consumer  size  packages  were  up  only  380,000  hundredweight  or 
1.5  percent,  or  about  in  line  with  population  growth.  Deliveries  for 
industrial  and  institutional  use  increased  4,433,000  hundredweight  or 
7.9  percent.  Over  two-thirds  of  this  increase  was  in  deliveries  of  bulk 
sugar  with  most  of  the  increase  in  bulk  granulated  sugar. 

Deliveries  of  sugar  in  packages  of  over  50  pounds,  usually  associated 
with  stockpiling  of  sugar,  increased  only  5.3  percent  compared  with  an

Since  industrial  users  have 
limited  bulk  storage  facilities  it  would  appear  that  a  considerable  amount 
of  the  increased  deliveries  during  the  first  half  of  1963  moved  into 
finished  products  . 

The  largest  volume  increase  to  industrial  users  was  in  deliveries  to  the 
beverage  industry  (mostly  soft  drinks),  which  totalled  1,426,000  hun- 
dredweight, about  half  of  which  was  to  establishments  in  the  South. 

Western  States  had  the  largest  percentage  increase  in  total  deliveries  . 
In  these  states  there  was  the  largest  percentage  increase  in  deliveries 
of •  consumer,  size  and  industrial  packages  of  sugar  to  all  regions,  and 
conversely  the  smallest  percentage  increase  in  bulk  sugar  deliveries. 
With  the  highest  percentage  increase  of  all  regions  in  direct  deliveries 
to  industrial  users  and  with  the  increase  in  deliveries  of  industrial  pack- 
ages it  would  appear  that  there  was  a  considerable  increase  in  sugar 
stocks  in  this  region  during  the  first  half  of  1963. 

While  total  U.  S.  direct  deliveries  to  all  sugar  using  industries  increas- 
ed, the  smallest  percentage  increase  was  to  the  baking  industry.  Most 
of  this  industry  making  direct  purchas  es  from  primary  distributors  has 
converted  to  bulk  facilities  and  their  production  of  finished  products  is 
more  dependent  on  immediate  demand  than  in  the  case  for  other  users. 
Regionally,  the  largest  percentage  increase  in  deliveries  to  bakers  was 
in  the  West  where  deliveries  of  industrial  packages  of  sugar  increased 
significantly.

Modifies  sugar  import  regulations  to  permit  im- 
porters to  extend  the  date  of  importation  specified 
in  their  agreements  with  the  Department  to  the 
maximum  time  limitations  prescribed,  but  not 
beyond  Dec  .

The  terminal  dates  of  Oct.  31  and  Nov.  15  for  im- 
portation of  global  quota  sugar  have  been  extended 
to  Dec.  31  .

The  regulations  also  permit  the  date  of  importation 
in  set-aside  agreements  covering  country  quota 
and  deficit  allocation  sugar  to  be  extended  to  the 
maximum  limitation  of  140  days,  but  not  later  than 
Dec.  31,  1963.

1.  August  1963  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.  S.  consumption, 
907,  75Z  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary)  up  about  109,000  from  July 
1963  but  down  159,000  tons  from  August  1962.  January- August  1963  de- 
liveries 6,466,138  short  tons,  raw  value,  down  about  10,000  tons  from 
the  January- August  1962  period.  Final  data  'for  July  1963  deliveries 
799,000  --  previously  published  preliminary  as  802,000  tons. 

2.  Primary  distributors 1  stocks  August  31,  1963  were  1,263,896  short 
tons,  raw  value  (preliminary)  up_  366,000  tons  from  year  earlier  but 
down  240 , 000  tons  from  end  July  1963.  During  August  beet  processors' 
stocks  decreased  about  159,  000  tons,  refiner  s  1  stocks  about  74,  000  tons, 
importers  of  direct  consumption  sugar  stocks  about  7,000  tons,  and 
mainland  sugarcane  processors'  stocks  about  1,000  tons.

To  industrial  buyers  the 
national  increase  was  7.6  percent,  but  to  non-industrial  buyers  the 
national  total  sugar  deliveries  were  down  4.2  percent.
